Traditional Arrangement Questioned 


Only within the past twenty years 
more voices became audibly opposed 
the hitherto traditional arrangement 
the catechism. This intimately con- 
nected with the development the 
decades the movement, from about 
1900 1930, consideration was given 
almost exclusively improving the 
methods religious instruction. that 
time this was urgently necessary. After 
about thirty years the most significant 
defects regarding methodology were es- 
sentially improved those countries 
where the catechetical movement made 
progress. The Second Catechetical Con- 
gress which was held Munich 1928 
may considered the concluding event 
this first phase the catechetical 
movement. now became clearer day 
day, that this catechetical revival, 
was means sufficient im- 
prove the methods only; one became 
cognizant the fact, that with better 
methods reconsideration the con- 
tents religious guidance and instruc- 
tion would have hand hand. 
this sense Jungmann’s book, “Die 
Frohbotschaft und unsere Glaubensver- 
kiindigung” (The Good Tidings and 
our Announcement was stim- 
ulating and enlightening. 

Among the questions concerning the 
content religious instruction, the one 
about the correct division catecheti- 
cal subject matter took precedence from 
the very start. Probably the most feasi- 
ble investigation ques- 
tion-was published the-author this 
article, who was himself disciple

appearance Jungmann’s 
schaft,” work was begun new cate- 
chism for Germany, was recognized 
from the start, that the new book would 
have break away from the old divi- 
sion the Deharbe catechism, which 
many had grown fond. 


New Arrangement 


Outside Germany too, leading 
catechetical circles, absolutely the same 
opinion was prevalent. fact, the best 
catechisms which appeared after the last 
war, all show rearrangement the 
sequence subject matter, which per- 
haps may less conspicuous the 
unitiated, but really signify very im- 
portant change. Instead the former 
classification Faith, Commandments, 
Means Grace, the sequence, Faith, 
Sacraments, Christian Living (Com- 
mandments) preferred. find this 
arrangement the new catechism for 
the diocese Basel (Switzerland), the 
diocese Strassburg (France), the new 
uniform catechism for the dioceses 
France (1946), and the new catechism 
for the dioceses Holland (1948). 

The above-mentioned rearrangement 
the main parts the chatechism 
shows clearly that the planning the 
new. division the catechism 
means signified dangerous revolution- 
izing the religion course, which would 
“turn upside down” all hitherto exist- 
ing classifications and thus jeopardize 
the results instruction. Rather, the 
danger consists this, that persons who 
concerned themselves very little with 
the question, might look upon this re- 
pedantic indulging than real 
catechetical concern. could mat- 
ter indifference whether the course 
religious instruction teacher would 
present the Sacraments after the doc- 
trine Faith, teach the Command- 
ments God. Most probably this re- 
arrangement would not even impress 
more than small number pupils and 
many catechists would not notice it. 


Importance Rearrangement 


Undoubtedly are concerned with 
reclassification here which would cause 
great difficulties any kind for the

But does fol- 
low from this that unimportant 
when considered from the viewpoint 
the instructional aim goal? Certainly 
not. what degree children and cate- 
chists would react this sort rear- 
rangement the main divisions, would 
naturally depend entirely the fact, 
whether the traditional division the 
catechism really “said” something 
them, that is, they really grasped the 
fundamental idea underlying the pre- 
viously used classification and offer- 
ing these individual 
whether they correspondingly collabo- 
rated with them, just “dutifully” pre- 
sented and learned them section 
section. Just may build houses 
architecturally very different from one 
and the same pile stones, produce 
melodies varied tone colors from three 
different primary tones simply 
changing the tone sequences, thus ex- 
actly the same manner may achieve 
entirely different “catechetical tone 
through conscious regrouping the 
main sections and being cognizant 
while giving instructions. If, for exam- 
ple, the catechetical content presented 
the traditional sequence Faith, 
Commandments, Means Grace, then, 
undoubtedly, the underlying basic 
thought will about the chief duties 
Christian, through whose faithful 
fulfillment are attain our last end 
and The Christian religion ap- 
pears here primarily well ordered 
series duties obligations. If, the 
other hand, the sequence the matter 
hand, Faith, Sacraments, Command- 
ments (Christian Living), preferred, 
then suddenly the incomparable values 
the Christian religion step into the 
center the catechetical field vision, 
the contents catechetical instruction 
appear the joyful tidings the 
eternal values (Faith-content, Sacra- 
ments), which acquire for ourselves 
through Christian life, better still 
the tidings the thrilling love 
God for (Faith-content, Sacraments) 
grateful, reciprocal love.® Certainly 
trained catechist would wish main- 
tain seriously that were unimportant 
for the “catechetical tone color” our

Influence Children 


this point some catechists 
might raise the objection whether 
were necessary after all that Christian 
doctrine must presented the chil- 
dren “system.” For the sake 
orderly procedure and that nothing 
essential may omitted, the truths 
faith the catechism might eventually 
formulated into certain system. 
But this should done principally out 
consideration for the teacher. the 
instruction itself, the “system” should 
far possible remain the back- 
ground, corresponding accordingly 
the soul and mind the child. Children, 
rule, are averse rigid systema- 
tizing. The “system” means nothing 
all them. The child may compared 
the busy bee, which hurries from 
blossom blossom and extracts sweet 
nectar from every flower. “Survey” and 
“General View” are not suited him. 
The question the correct arrange- 
ment subject matter may therefore 
significance for the theologian and 
for the maturer Christian student; 
belongs them probe more deeply 
and comprehend more fully Christian 
religious thought. For them, sure, 
the correct classification material ful- 
fills important role. should not 
only give them clear-cut survey the 
heritage faith, but should make them 
conscious the essence the matter 
and clarify far possible. But the 
pupils the elementary schools are not 
capable this “essential look.” For 
their instruction, therefore, this question 
classification material would play 
very secondary role. 

Without further ado, give 
the rather frequent objection, that pre- 
mature use the systematic religious 
instruction means the catechism 
really contradicts child psychology. Just 
for this reason the Catechetical Move- 
ment does not approve the use 
catechism text for the first years 
school, not even the so-called “small” 
one, wherein the questions are 
asked rotation— per the arrange- 
ment for the catechism system. Unfor- 
tunately, this basic demand the newer 
catechetics still neglected diverse 
places. the first years religious in- 
struction, practically the lower forms 
the elementary school (Volksschule), 
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the ideal arrangement for teaching reli- 
gion undoubtedly the Bible-story 
method 
based liturgical object lessons. Even 
the subsequent school years, 
which systematic instruction according 
the divisions the catechism cer- 
tainly justified, sacred doctrine should 
always imparted according very 
simple, lucid system and manner 
easily comprehensible for school chil- 
dren. The individual pupil, especially 
the outset, need not have clear 
idea the system that could render 
account it. Take similar case 
lay person admiring magnificent 
building. Often cannot tell you how 
the individual parts were architecturally 
assembled and fitted together, but the 
harmony and beauty the building 
whole has left deep, lasting impres- 
sion his mind. 

The right classification subject 
matter effects this, that really see 
our heritage faith its true aspects, 
that our promulgation faith receives 
that catechetical “tone color” which our 
Lord Himself gave it. If, for example, 
have previously recommended, 
the catechetical content presented 
the doctrine the eternal love God 
for and our loving response God’s 
love, and the individual teachings 
Christianity are very clearly developed 
from this point view, then certainly 
can happen that many pupil seems 
not notice the main divisions the 
catechism and later forgets them; but 
could not the case that the Christian 
religion would not appear him 
the religion love and that the religion 
class would not become for him 
actual school Christian love. And this 
what counts most the last analysis. 

The most important point this 
matter that least the catechist 
should gasp the deeper meaning the 
main divisions their entirety, and 
that the course instruction 
should consistently, but natural 
way, organize the individual sections 
according the central thought idea 
underlying the chief classification. This 
central thought must unquestioningly 
form the ever-recurring the 
entire religious instruction. Presuppos- 
ing this, will not difficult due 
time make the pupils fully conscious 
the deep meaning behind this main 
division, let them experience the 
Christian religion marvelous holy 
unity, the religion generous love. 
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understood this way, are 
justified saying that the correct ar- 
rangement subject matter the 
first instance for the catechist himself, 
only second count for the pupil; 
and for both catechist and pupil its 
significance decisive and directive. For 
the catechist, points out the basic 
course should follow his teaching 
catechism, the predominant consid- 
eration for presenting each doctrine 
faith. the catechist himself familiar 
with the intrinsic correlation the 
individual doctrines the correct classi- 
fication clearly demonstrates, and then 
presents the separate sections their 
proper relationship the whole, will 
follow naturally that the pupils will see 
and experience, the Divine Doctrine 
organic whole and will continue 
grow this knowledge, even they 
cannot always recite the divisions the 
catechism the given order. 


Permissible Variation 


One may even step further and 
dare maintain, that per not 
important that the individual lessons 
taken through perfect order 
the “system.” every individual lesson 
shown its true perspective, its 
proper relation the whole, then each 
part will merge into organic unit, 
together with the cultural heritage pre- 
viously acquired. material for ser- 
mons for adults, greater freedom the 
sequence subject matter is, generally 
speaking, allowed, even recommended. 
Some leeway the selection themes 
suggested for the liturgy division; 
any case, rigid systematizing entirely 
foreign liturgy. The ecclestiastical 
year, agree, forms magnificent or- 
ganic unity, which expresses the funda- 
mental ideas the Christian religion 
sublime manner. And yet, strict sys- 
tematizing out the question 
out the main theme the 
ecclesiastical year; rather, the con- 
trary, obvious relaxing the system 
prevails the sequence the various 
themes for the feasts. What really mat- 
ters Mother Church apparently not 
the smooth fitting all feasts the 
Church into single system, but the 
treatment individual feast themes 
this manner, that the fundamental ideas 
the Christian religion and all 
Christian celebrations feasts will 
recognized through these themes. 


Uniformity Necessary Teachers 


giving catechism instructions 
school, certainly commendable 
teach lesson lesson according the 
arrangement the text, unless here and 
there special reasons seem make 
exception more advisable. Only this 
way the necessary surety given that 
the entire stockpile faith its inte- 
gral parts being treated uniformly 
some extent. this manner, too, the 
correlation the various lessons more 
easily demonstrated. But the main 
thing this, that the individual lessons 
are not just taught adhering 
perfectly sequence, but that the 
teacher should thoroughly animated 
the spirit underlying the whole sys- 
tem and then bring home this lesson. 

good classification the catecheti- 
cal subject matter will enable both 
teacher and pupil perceive very 
clearly first glance the spirit the 
whole, the predominent 
the Christian message, and from 
the outset view the individual parts 
the light this leading idea. The 
more are concerned with the prob- 
lem, lay before the young people not 
merely more less disconnected facts 
from Christian Revelation, and thus 
help along material knowledge rather 
than inculcate truly religious educa- 
tion and deeper spirituality, but above 
all introduce them the spirit 
Christianity, the more shall appreci- 
ate the catechetical significance 
good arrangement the catechism text.

They 
feel this infringement their field 
endeavor. the contrary, should one 
wait until the child need psychol- 
ogist give him the necessary advice 
self-control would more advisable 
point out the way avoid some 
the pitfalls while the stage where 
may able lead healthy life 
rather than the stage neurosis? Mental 
health the junior high school level cer- 
tainly should able fit into the 
curriculum without stepping into the field 
those qualified guide the disturbed 
mind. the child taught understand 
that all have problems life, big small, 
depending one’s position, age, etc., and 
that all must solve these problems, some- 
times alone, sometimes with the help 
others, won’t better prepared when 
they arise? Can not taught accept 
responsibilities, take advice good-na- 
turedly and understand that within all 
certain feelings anger, revenge, jeal- 
ousy, etc., arise and that must learn 
how control and direct these feelings 
the proper way? Happy feelings, which 
are essential good health must 
kept the foreground and then trials and 
disappointments will faced squarely 
part life’s pattern, for come they will 
whether face them not.

CHILDREN 


Mental retardation and stuttering are 
two outstanding prevalent factors portrayed 
the character and attitude the emo- 
tionally disturbed child. 

Mentally retarded children cannot con- 
centrate any material things for long 
span time. order bring them 
their grade level, their basic educational 
needs must checked. Not only their 
educational needs, but also the physical 
well-being. Educational and physical needs 
can controlled, but more difficult 
supply are what loosely term the 
social needs child. frequent cause 
confusion and distress child the 
feeling “not being wanted.” The child 
hungers for parental love, and although 
teachers try supply this love and affec- 
tion, difficult for the teacher at- 
tract and keep the child’s attention from 
wandering and dreaming about home. 
process requiring much 
patience build confidence and 
feeling belonging child who has 
failed because has, for example, being 
guilty truancy through care- 
lessness the part loved ones, loved 
ones who have been “hero-worshiped” 
the child. 


Develop Security 


The most important element which must 
worth, belief his ability perform, 
and feeling success. With children 
this type, takes time, patience plan- 
ning, and strong will, defying discourage- 
ment, give the child this sense 
security. Look the beaming countenance, 
the happy eyes, and the breathlessness 
child who has succeeded some en- 
deavor when felt failure was his 
lot.

Stuttering 


Stuttering commonly defined 
disorder the rhythm fluency 
speech, manifested repeated sounds, 
words, phrases prolonged sounds, 
pauses, blockages, other hesitancies. Pro- 
fessors speech, through research, have 
old mill stream and, therefore, according 
the dictionary definition, everyone 
one time other, has been stutterer. 
What most the mind the stutterer 
not the surface noises but rather the 
fear and tension experiences, and his 
complex attitudes and reactions them. 

What the stuttering really is, then, 
what the speaker does when: (1) ex- 
pects stuttering occur; (2) dreads it; 
and (3) becomes tense anticipation 
and trying avoid it. What does 
trying avoid amounts chiefly 
complete partial stopping speech. 
All that stuttering is, matter fact, 


the stutterer’s attempt keep from 
stuttering prevent the occasion oc- 
currence something expects, dreads, 
and would rather avoid. Most have 
experienced something like this, now and 
then, perhaps the dance floor skating, 
and like situations. tend freeze 
before audience. According research, 
stuttering not due any organic de- 
fect, runs families and more boys 
than girls stutter. 


Treatment 


The first thing considered the 
case stuttering child the teacher- 
child relationship. The teacher should not 
make issue the fact that child 
stutters. the very beginning, should 
make certain that the child definitely 
stutters, and that not just occa- 
sional snarling speech. Sometimes 
teachers make the mistake obvious sup- 
pression anxiety over this speech defect, 
such ways looking not looking 
the child when speaks and restrained 
casual attempts help the child. This 
only aggravates the situation making the 
child fearful, and his

The more the child adjusts himself 
living with others, the less frequent will 
become the lapses into stuttering, and 
will reach the point where will discuss 
his defect with his teacher, and how 
working his “pet problem.”

made effort win their good will; 
was vain and sarcastic. began 
scold. The boys listened with resentment. 
evidently made little effort 
put the boys proper frame mind 
for good, complete retreat confession. 
His attitude just alienated them. The net 
result was that the boys simply would 
not confession him. They attended 
his conferences, such they were, merely 
through obedience. Groups boys went 
confession auxiliary confessors, called 
the last day the retreat, help 
salvage something from the unhappy fiasco 
born scolding. The principal said, 
never give another retreat this school. 
and his scolding.” And this particular 
priest looks upon himself good retreat 
master, forceful speaker, stickler for 
the law, man who has “broadened his 
vision travel home and What 
did all his scolding and sarcasm (the 
language the devil), his very brutality 
toward normal crowd high school 
boys effect? Nothing good; that’s certain, 
and line through his name retreat 
master that school. Scolding and harsh- 
ness thin veneer often used cover 
plain, simple, inefficiency prepared 
teacher. 

How many us, when were stu- 
dents, enjoyed, yes, enjoyed public scold- 
ing everybody the class one 
our teachers? was just “show.” Every- 
body felt safe; nobody was singled out. 
Nobody was told report the superior’s 
office. was just complete waste 
time the part our teacher. accom- 
plished nothing but make the teacher 
somewhat ridiculous the eyes the 
pupils. 

One day visitor was room next 
shrieking Sister, and all the young- 
sters, who couldn’t help hearing the 
Sister, were grinning broadly. Their Sister,

like good sport, was trying pretend 
that she didn’t hear what was going 
the next room until one her pupils 
exclaimed aloud, “Boy, glad that I’m 
not that room.”

She considers misbehavior per- 
sonal affront, insult her dignity. 
her silly pride, she makes herself unhappy 
and inefficient. 


Use Common Sense 


Sister would let the misbehavior 
one pupil color her attitude toward the 
rest her pupils. After many years 
dealing with delinquents, would say 
all our Sisters, let any one child 
break your heart.” good, zealous, effi- 
cient, and kindlv Sister may find that, 
matter what she does keep spirit 
religion and cheerfulness her class- 
room (for they together), she’s got 
“black sheep” her hands. seems 
lack gratitude and all sense appreciation 
for Sister’s efforts. generally the 
product careless, irreligious home. 

Here’s problem for discussion with 
the principal calm, businesslike man- 
ner. When the principal gets complete 
picture the attitude and conduct the 
wayward pupil, time for her have 
interview with him, and remove him, 
for the time being, from the classroom, 
giving him chair the corridor 
somewhere where will under her 
eye and apart from the ordinary life 
the school. He’s longer “hero.” 
is, the eyes the other pupils, “on the 
spot.” Then his Sister resumes class cheer- 
ily and lets the other punils find out for 
themselves what happened the “black 
sheep.” repeat, “Sisters, don’t let any 


one child break your heart. Don’t let 
mischief maker make you cranky with 
the rest your pupils.” How many times 
has sympathetic, understanding Sister 
won the loyalty and obedience such 
boy through calm, patient good will and 
affection. Can you imagine our Blessed 
Mother winning boy’s cheerful obedience 
sheer exercise authority? 

The day you traded names with Christ, 
you were not given belt and club 
and star, with the injunction, “Go into 
your classroom and perserve law and 
order.” Neither priest his ordina- 
tion. The bishop puts stole around his 
neck and says, “Whose sins 
forgive, they are forgiven them.” Can you 
imagine Sister slapping the face 
Boy Christ? Mary slapping the face 
“Be perfect Heavenly Father 
perfect” “Whatsoever you 
brethren, you unto me.” Down their 
hearts, the youngsters your class want 
like the Boy Christ (not the “Christ 
and like Mary. But they’re clumsy, 
impetuous, sullen under what they think 
not square deal, alert for any sign 
that tells them “how they stand with 
Sister.” They need concrete ideal. 
general way, that ideal you, because for 
them you are the Church, you are Christ 
and Mary. you fail your pupils that, 
you fail Christ and our Blessed Mother. 

Teach them homemade prayer the 
Christ and Mary their own age. For 
the boys, “Jesus, help keep lips. 
heart, and hands the way You kept 
yours when You boy like me.” 
For the girls, “Jesus, help keep 
lips, heart, hands the way Mary. 
our Mother, kept hers when she was 
like me.” similar prayer directed 
our Lady herself. Youngsters won’t forget 
such prayer; love it. There’s far 
more good than evil latent the hearts 
Catholic trained boys and girls. 


Judge Not 
Beware snap judgments. boy may 
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come from stormy scene home. 
sensitive the rancor quarreling par- 
ents, nagging mother. definitely 
upset. feels moody and depressed. 
certainly emotionally disturbed and not 
ready for the placid program school. 
There’s chip his shoulder; he’s dis- 
couraged; has temporarily lost interest 
everything except what’s going find 
when, and if, goes home for lunch. In- 
stead seeing what the pages 
his open book test paper his desk, 
there floating before his eyes the 
phantasm the unhappy scene home. 
Now teachers are not mind readers; they 
can’t know what’s enslaving that boy’s 
imagination and emotions. They can’t know 
how close tears open defiance 
Sister’s reasonable demands self- 
defense mechanism keep from crying. 

Here’s boy who sorely needs friend, 
not only his present mental and emo- 
tional turmoil, but someone who will win 
his confidence, get him talk, and show 
him how adjust himself things 
home that cannot change. Just giving 
him chance “talk things out” helps 
lot. observant and sympathetic 
teacher would notice the boy’s abstracted, 
sullen mood, the forced smile, the half- 
hearted interest what’s going around 
him. opportune time, she would say 
the boy privately and kindly, 
something your mind; you’re worried. 
Tell about it. will help just 
talk over. something home?” 
Sister has won the good will and 
friendly respect her pupils, the boy, 
glad talk somebody, will answer, 
Sister” and, knowing that 
talking understanding friend, older 
and wiser than he, will freely unburden 
himself his worries. doesn’t take 
psychiatrist ease that boy’s mind; just 
Sister who lot like our Blessed 
Mother. 

not exaggeration say that 
many our homes today there 


very little discipline. Children too often 


just about they please. Often, after 
school, they home empty house; 
mother working outside the home, either 
through necessity because her work 
easy and her salary attractive. Some moth- 
ers hold dollar close their eyes that 
blots out the picture the family. 
Mother comes home tired and cranky. 
There’s the confusion throwing meal 
together before the father comes home. 
mother hurry get the supper 
over, around o’clock, because she 
works nights. Then comes the “baby 
often young, teen-age girl who 
should her own home under her 
mother’s eye. Firmness discipline here 
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badly needed, but firmness plus fairness 
admired even troublemakers. The school 
must make for the almost total lack 
discipline home. That’s why our 
Sisters must cultivate gracious, kind, 
friendliness toward their charges. They 
must want make them want come 
school, even though they know means 
submitting kind discipline, law 
and order that unknown their homes. 
Youngsters grow respect Sister who 
blessed with strong will and definiteness, 
who constant and not vacillating the 
standards industry and behavior she 
expects from her pupils. Strong willed 
pupils need and like strong willed teachers. 
boy with strong will, even undisci- 
plined, and plenty confidence himself, 
looks down upon teacher who cannot 
enforce her commands directions, who 
must resort temper and corporal punish- 
ment with its consequent bitter resentment 
the heart youngster thus “disci- 
plined.” 


Contrast 


teacher who never struck child 
her life, former pupil remarked, “Boy, 
you did what you were told her room.” 
Outside class she mingled freely with 
her pupils, laughed and joked with them, 
but when the bell rang! “No monkeying.” 
And they loved her for it. And how many 
roughnecks she taught her day! Today 
they are the ones who always ask about 
her. When she happens visit the convent 


her old school, who are the boys who 
come see her? Not the namby-pamby 
boys, not the Lord Fauntleroys,” 
but the roughnecks grade school days, 
and the convent rings with their laughter 
they over with Sister some their 
escapades when they were her pupils. Sis- 
ter, they know, has never lost interest 
them.

for virtue and religion; faithful 
execution the laws justice and 
mercy; and restraining vice and 


Let the light Thy divine 
wisdom direct the deliberation Con- 
gress, and shine forth all the pro- 
ceedings and laws framed for our rule 
and government that they may tend 
the preservation peace, the promo- 
tion national happiness, the increase 
industry, sobriety, and useful knowl- 
edge, and may perpetuate the 
blessings liberty.”

The number problems that are 
presented handicapped excep- 
tional children surprising. Catholic 
schools have, course, been aware 
the problem, but the immediate bur- 
dens rapidly increased enrollment 
had met. Moreover, usually, there 
was not available the superintend- 
ent’s office professional staff super- 
vise the problem children, nor teachers 
specifically trained for the instruction 
and training such children. 

Happily, the Catholic University 
brought together number persons 
interested these problems what 
called workshop. The important thing 
that the papers that were read and 
the summary statements that were made 
have now been published under the title 
the Special Education the Ex- 
ceptional Child, under the editorship 
Rev. William Jenks, C.Ss.R. (Cath- 
olic University America Press). 
Even though the ordinary classroom 
teacher may not able cope with 
these exceptional handicapped chil- 
dren, she should inform herself about 
such problems order sympathetically 
understand the variety difficulties 
which she may facing 
classroom. 

The variety the difficulties which 
may exist are indicated the types 
problems that are treated: the mentally 
retarded child; the socially maladjusted 
child; the child needing speech correc- 
tion; the gifted child; the visually han- 
dicapped child; the child with auditory 
difficulties; the child; 
the physically handicapped child. There 
over-all description the social 
and psychological problems the atyp- 
ical children, and discussion tests 
and measurements. 

Notable results have been achieved 
the Franciscan Sisters Milwaukee 
with their remarkable school Jeffer- 
son, Wisconsin, and the expansion 
their work the Boston archdiocese.

And even when regulation rightly 
used space out births, its basic rule 
must always remain the desire create 
“the ‘let life come,’ the ardent ‘yes’ 
the mother’s vocation” (Pius XII) 
characteristics true love.

purpose are absolutely condemned; per- 
missible are other methods using mini- 
mum self-control such notably the 
safe-period technique, and permissible 
also ordinary celibacy abstention 
within marriage.

This information the moment 
immediate importance connection 
with any discussion the news the 
day, particularly affecting the foreign 
policy the United States applied 
undeveloped areas.

Teaching the Christian Virtues 


Teaching religion receives great deal 
attention almost every teaching con- 
gregation. However, since religious, 
have had the rarer experience teaching 
public school this year (1953-54), 
think might helpful and encouraging 
other teachers religion give 
short report one topic presented. 

his book, Teaching the Christian Vir- 
tues, the late Father William Russell, 
the Catholic University America, de- 
votes pages introduction telling 
the reader that Christ must taught 
the religion course. one will gainsay 
Father Russell here. trying put this 
injunction into practice grades and 
10, find that the experiment was en- 
couraging results. 

Father Russell explains page that 
“by the term Christian virtue, then, 
mean those demonstrated commanded 
Christ.” For the boys interpreted 
this mean: (1) Christ doing it; (2) 
Christ talking about the doctrine; (3) 
someone saying about Christ. 

Local circumstances early proved 
that the class did not know what might 
consider the average amount truth 
contained the New Testament. One 
reason possibly due the city’s bilingual 
character. While national churches exist, 
many boys still attend Mass the nearest 
church. Hence they are often depriving 
themselves religious instruction the 
form the Sunday Gospels and com- 
mentary the pastors. 

The teaching religion provided 
the public school act Manitoba. How- 
ever, the time allotted our 
district have this period five days 
week. Since non-Catholic boys are very 
few, organized effort their respective 
churches this district apparent. 

Since the religion course this diocese 
does not yet require each boy have 
copy the New Testament, suggested 
this Lenten project. All but two boys 
the class members bought the paper 
covered edition the Confraternity text. 

After the boys had their copies 
the New Testament, first told them 
pick out all the references our Blessed 
Mother. This material was added our 
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Marian project books which completed 
shortly before Easter. doing this the 
boys became familiar with the four Gos- 
pels. The first assignment upon their re- 
turn from the Easter recess 
Christian Virtues. 

odd times during the year had 
used the New Testament class. (Never 
teach course without the New 
Testament desk.) certain feast 
days, such the Holy Family, Annuncia- 
tion, etc., found more occasion read 
the Gospel and try explain it. With- 
out going too far afield might state 
here that the boys are considering the 
New Testament their text and the 
catechism their “second” book. Which 
good, undoubtedly. 

introduction the project (be- 
cause find that locally the word has 
serious meaning for the boys) tried 
prove how miss small but interesting 
details the Gospels. E.g., the oddity 
the man carrying water jug; the inci- 
dent the tax coin the fish’s mouth. 
cannot say that explanations made 
their hearts burn (cf. Lk. 24:32), but the 
boys’ eyes did light when they learned 
that Christ climbed mountain and ate 
roast fish the beach. 

then progressed Christ’s gentle- 
ness illustrated His telling the little 
girl’s mother (cf. Daughter Jairus) 
give her something eat. The boys readily 
sympathized with Christ’s telling the 
dove vendors take the cages and 
home, while wrathfully drove the traf- 
ficking merchants with cord. 

Now thought the boys were ready 
begin the real project. Several days 
strained through familiar stories which the 
boys themselves suggested. learned 
such frank truths that John was hot- 
head because wanted rain fire down 
unbelievers; that Peter was taking 
sunbath when the Lord appeared again; 
that Judas was stingy old goat; that 


Christ didn’t mind sticky little kids 
mangy beggars. Some boys proved them- 
selves adept descriptive phrases. 

Next listed some the virtues (taken 
from Father Russell’s index): Worship, 
Socialness, Generosity, Compassion and 
Forgiveness, Obedience, Humility, Self- 
Control, Patience, Joy, Purity Thought, 
Truthfulness, Honesty, Justice, Loyaity, 
Repentance. 

Then, taking quotations from own 
readings, listed chapter and verse 
from five twenty citations from the four 
Gospels for each virtue named. The boys 
copied these references, but were encour- 
aged find others their own. ran- 
dom sampled the boys’ ability interpret 
the Christian virtue this that passage, 
according the 3-point requirement. Some 
were easy, such Jesus’ obedience after 
his loss the temple. Others were harder, 
such Jesus’ socialness shown His 
priestly prayer for unity. 

The final step was the assignment: 
select three four favorite virtues and 
show how Christ gave the example. 
lectures were given for four days. Brother 
went from desk desk helping explain 
passages according the specified virtue. 
The end product was, opinion, satis- 
factory. Here are samples the results: 

Lord practiced this virtue without limit. 
All His many cures are based either 
one both these.” The boy cites the 
cure the paralytic, the miracle the 
multiplication loaves and fishes, the par- 
able the good Samaritan, etc. 

“Christ had tender heart and His 
compassion started jumping when saw 
the bewildered crowd.” 

Self-Control With Compassion 
picked whip and told the rich racket- 
eers get out, knocking over their carts 
and spilling their wares. then turned 
calmly and quietly and asked the poor 
peasants selling doves leave.” 

Jesus say was king anything. 
Pilate said Him: This Your last 
chance deny that You are king, and 
admit that You were fake all along. 
Jesus answered: Yes, king, this 
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why was born, and why have come into 
the world, bear witness the truth.” 

The same boy continues: “Jesus said, 
when you preach, say the dead truth never 
say anything that can bring the people 
astray the least (sic).” 

Generosity Lord His teach- 
ings and sayings frequently stressed the 
virtue generosity. St. Matthew recalls: 
Cure the sick, raise the dead, cleanse the 
lepers, cast out devils. Freely have you 
received, freely give the laborer de- 
serves his living.” 

“We should not wait till see even 
superiors doing what they teach us, but 
should the right thing right away” 
(refering the authority 
Pharisees). 

Humility “Christ wanted teach 
that me, myself, and aren’t the only high 
and mighty persons this earth. Take 
dirt from your neighbor and humble. 
Don’t throw back and start fight.” 

“Jesus, the Son God, was humble 
enough come down earth, take orders, 
and finally crucified for the sins 
mankind.” 

Still another interpreted Christ’s invita- 
tion take “My yoke upon you and 
learn from for meek and humble 
any god, human any human, and 
holy any God, follow His example 
and you surely will end heaven 
(sic).” 

Joy boy, who wrote four pages 
the virtue joy, found place men- 
tion that joy can easily contagious 


“when little child comes around you, 
although you are tired, you should play 
with them for Christ said their angels 
always see God’s face and are full 
joy ... (sic).” 

interesting note that many boys 
are seemingly conscious personal void 
Christ’s virtues can fill. For tabulating 
the projects found that many selected 
virtues they ostensibly need their own 
daily lives. E.g., boy writing Joy 
has reason look further than his own 
home for meaning life. younger boy 
frequently punished for fibbing wrote most 
his project Truthfulness. And third, 
cite only few, who often em- 
barrassed his obstinate pride class, 
wrote his entire project the humility 
and meekness Christ. 

general found the most frequently 
chosen topics were obedience, generosity, 
compassion, joy, self-control, truthfulness. 

course found some rather unortho- 
dox interpretations, but the end result 
showed that the boys were seriously trying 
study Christ. Since then the boys ask 
more questions about Christ this 
that incident. The boys are definitely 
aware the everlasting truth they will 
find the Gospels. 

cannot say what lasting value such 
approach teaching the Christian virtues 
will have. The teacher’s task sow, 
with tears necessary, and not reap. 
Father Russell’s words, page 34: “The 
human teacher assist, exemplify; 
nevertheless, the final responsibility rests 
each student.” 


The Catholic Press 


Starts Young 


Need for articulate and forceful 
Catholic press evident, and has been 
emphasized recent popes and many 
bishops. order aid fostering such 
Catholic press the Catholic School Press 
Association (C.S.P.A.) was founded 
Marquette University Dean Jeremiah

aims educate high school and college 
students the meaning the news and 
the purpose newspapers and magazines. 

The C.S.P.A. believes that one way 
improve the Catholic press start 
with the student journalists high school 
and college. Helping them improve and 
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develop their thinking will ultimately help 
improve the Catholic and secular press, 
because many these students have 
true vocation journalism and will one 
day that profession. Those who 
not enter the professional field journal- 
ism will the readers periodicals. 


Learn Practice 


Some student publications have tried 
improve reprinting high quality material 


from other sources. Some have been run 
entirely the advisers. Others have tried 
improve having few gifted student 
writers produce the copy for all the 
school’s publications. The C.S.P.A. dis- 
courages all these methods. What are 
student journalists going learn having 
someone else their work for them? 
Absolutely nothing. Their power think 
for themselves, and their writing skill, will 
lying fallow. The germ will there, 
but will never grow maturity. The 
C.S.P.A. aims stimulate student writers 
think and work for themselves. tries 
stimulate initiative, originality, and re- 
sponsibility. The student journalist must 
gain some understanding his work 


Evaluating Publications 


help stimulate initiative, originality, 
and responsibility student writers, the 
C.S.P.A. has developed evaluation serv- 
ice for school publications. All members 
the C.S.P.A. receive this service send- 
ing copy each issue their publica- 
tion the main office. The points 
evaluation for school publications are 
these: 


Catholicity. news stories, features, 
and editorials show co-ordination reli- 
gion with regular school activities, and 
everyday living? they point out the 
danger secularism student life, and 
show its readers how fight against 
it? they make real their readers the 
responsibilities Catholics bring Christ 
back into modern life? 


Enterprise and Service. Does the publi- 
cation give all classes, organizations, and 
events proper attention 
ment? Does display originality and in- 
itiative encouraging school activities? 
valuable adjunct the education 
both writers and readers? And, most 
important all, does stimulate stu- 
dent thought and study through its news 
and editorial columns? 


Editorial Content. Are new stories, fea- 
tures, and editorials written brisk and 
clear manner reporters and editors who 
display aggressiveness digging all 
the necessary facts for stories? 


Typography. the layout attractive 
and unified that the more important 
stories are given the greatest display? 


capitalization, italicizing, etc., consistent 
throughout the issues the paper? 
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Headline Construction. 
show harmony and variety construc- 
tion, and can they easily understood? 


Application Art. Where art facilities 
are available, illustrations have news 
editorial value rather than mere decora- 
tive value? 


Criticisms. reviews and criticisms 
indicate that the reviewer critic bases 
his judgments sound principles? 
they give real judgment the work, 
rather than mere summary the 
contents? 


Articles. Are they well organized, uni- 
fied, clear, and fully developed? they 
help broaden the knowledge 
ests the reader? 


Fiction. Are narratives sufficiently de- 
veloped make the stories seem real? 
they appeal intellect, senses, and emo- 
tions? Are they original, unified, coherent, 
with well-placed climax? 


Verse. Are poems effectively developed 
with proper handling meter? Are 
images concrete, vivid, and original? Does 
the rhyme sound natural? 

All these points must closely con- 
sidered student writers and editors, 
they wish develop into effective and 
articulate journalists. 


The Procedure 


The C.S.P.A. sends out its criticisms 
once semester. The staff critical 
analyzers consists newspapermen and 
women various papers, public relations 
experts, teachers, and members Mar- 
quette’s journalism faculty. The critical 
data sheet includes constructive sugges- 
tions editorial content, 
headlines, art work, and style the indi- 
vidual publications. Member publications 
receive annual survey and rating classi- 
fication. Awards are given 
writers the fields reporting, editorials, 
articles, features, short stories, and poetry. 

“Although the C.S.P.A. does rate school 
publications the mechanics good 
publishing, does not overemphasize this 
point. Our main concern content,” Dean 
O’Sullivan said, “an attractive paper 
magazine not necessarily good one.” 


Catholic Service 


The Catholic School Press Association 
has counteracted the tremendous pressure 
the secular school press associations. 
These associations fail give proper 


emphasis God, morality, and the de- 
velopment the whole man. Without reli- 
gion man only half developed. His 
animal nature developed, but not his 
spiritual nature. 

The C.S.P.A. has done much make 
students aware and appreciative the 
right privacy. Formerly student pub- 
lications gossip column was the common 
thing. Items like who was seen with 
whom the corner drugstore sipping 
soda, who will so-and-so’s next escort, 
why so-and-so avoiding so-and-so, 
were played up. But students are people, 
and people have sensitive feelings, espe- 
cially about things that don’t concern 
others. These gossip columns were the 
ruination many good friendship. 


Teaches Discrimination 


The C.S.P.A. aims educate student 
writers the virtues good journalism. 
Even though many them will not enter 
the field journalism, they will have 
understanding what good paper 
magazine should offer. They will know 
how judge publication. They will 
know whether paper giving them the 
news should give, whether merely 
tries entertain them. They will able 
see and feel the artificiality poorer 
papers. first learning what they should 
their own publications they will 
learn what expect others. They will 
learn that prudence, charity, and justice 
are the three cardinal virtues good 
journalism.

These covers needed only the title 
the story and the name the pupil- 
author. found many excellent freehand 
drawings the covers which were illustra- 
tive the stories within. 

can state, also, that the strictly lan- 
guage arts part this unit did not suffer 
because the accompanying art work. 
The covers formed excellent display 
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our room bulletin board for long time 
and there was more than one evidence 
pupil concern that story and cover com- 
plement each other. 

Sensible, straight-from-the-shoulder talks 
the teacher the beginning such 
writing unit will assure the keeping 
sense proportion between story and 
cover boys and girls they work. 
own class did not neglect either one 
favor the other. 


Scientific Drawings 


Experiments laboratory are not al- 
ways possible desirable the science 
which given the intermediate grade 
level. found that the use scientific 
drawings formed quite 
substitute. 

science class made many oral group 
reports during 1952-53 and was found 
that they could illustrate what they were 
saying drawings made the board 
either beforehand they talked. This 
advanced use scientific drawing, 
however, and should undertaken only 
after sufficient practice the use scien- 
tific drawing other ways. 

entire period can given over 
this drawing once every three four 
weeks. class followed this procedure 
the conclusion its unit electricity. 
Drawings color electric lights, door- 
bells, dry cells, storage batteries, and the 
like were many. similar period was used 
near the end our unit light. 

was mentioned earlier this article 
that the possession native drawing abil- 
ity not necessary for success this 
kind work. May give strength this 
statement emphasizing the fact that 
tracing scientific drawing not 
unsound. 


Tracing Permissible 

The pupil intermediate grade age 
not mature individual even when pos- 
sessed drawing ability. Tracing requires 
physical and mental effort, the latter the 


thought that must constantly given 
the composition and form the scientific 
object being drawn. When pupil has 
traced such object, given thought 
the explanation which should required 
part each drawing, and included this 
explanation his work, educational 
completed. 

this way that applied the 
thinking Dominican teacher. The 
thought given scientific drawing will show 
itself other parts science work. 
other teacher overemphasized the import- 
ance freehand drawing. Tracing will fill 
the bill just well and the scientific and 
other understandings possessed pupils 
will correspondingly increase. 

own class showed this increase 
understanding through evident high 
quality both oral and written reports 
the year progressed and definitely in- 
creased interest the subject. Color 
played its part the achievement this 
very satisfactory result. 


The Psychological Feature 


exceedingly important that the 
teacher stress the mental and physical effort 
necessary for proper use color these 
activities. The boys and girls the inter- 
mediate grade level are beginning ex- 
perience the normal youthful desire 
recognized adults. the work with 
color, major activity the lower grades, 
presented the fourth-, fifth-, sixth- 
grade boy girl means helping 
master the older work these grades, 
color will become transition agent 
great value. The mental and physical effort 
necessary this work does not become 
oppressive. Rather, helped become 
something great interest. Herein lies 
the basic psychology color applies 
the teacher the intermediate grades. 

own class Wilmette employed 
color still another way with great suc- 
cess though this way likewise was based 
the principle regarding color work 
psychological incentive learning. 


Color Arithmetic 


exceedingly easy for the intermedi- 
ate child have his work arithmetic 
become tangled because small mis- 
takes parts problems. This condition 
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can spring while class working with 
fractions and can cause emotional diffi- 
culties even for the brightest children. 
Developing the technique drawing arith- 
metic problems one effective guard 
against such trouble. 

The following outline the steps 
which were followed with great success 
Wilmette class.

The blocks need not big but they should 
neatly drawn and colored. The thought 
necessary find the proper number 
blocks for each part problem being 
worked will develop the habit careful 
thinking about parts detailed arithmetic 
problems worked the regular way.

Also, may mean the 
difference between good average player 
one instrument and state champion 
another. One high school girl had this 
experience when her music test and con- 
sultation indicated that she ought 
change from clarinet flute. 

boy who struggled learn violin had 
not the fine sense pitch needed for suc- 
cess that instrument. But became 
excellent organist developing his fine talent 
because did not depend his ability 
choose the correct pitch the tones 
played. All sorts physical considerations 
—the size the hands, the thickness 
lips, length arms, speed motor re- 
sponses and their co-ordination must 
considered. While most teachers can tell 
general way whether the student suited 
his instrument, most musical aptitude 
tests are quite revealing. However, they 
have little value unless given and evalu- 
ated expert that field. 


Practice Makes Perfect 


seems elementary remind that 
should willing give regular time 
music study and practice. But hundreds 
young people, this the stumbling 
block. Very frequently they discontinue 
music study when school activities 
ply. may well question whether they 
can afford lose music’s important con- 
tribution their personality and character 
and mental training. Thoughtful parents 
tell going over their children’s schedule, 
weeding out much the duplication 
activities, and then deciding with the chil- 
dren what should done. They find that 
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too much recreational time spent with 
other young people can form time 
wasting which grows indulged.

The teacher 
answered their questions part and 
referred them several primary books 
the Mass where they could find more com- 
plete answers their questions. These 
books were kept certain section 
their classroom library shelf. The children 
were eager learn all they could about 
the parts the Mass, the meaning the 
different colors the vestments, and the 
meaning for the various articles used 
Mass. The teacher directed them how 
find some this information 
books. They were unanimous their ac- 
ceptance the suggestion that Mass 
unit worked out which they could 
learn many things about the Mass. 

During succeeding class periods reli- 
gion, after the children had looked in- 
formation several topics regarding the 
Mass, lively discussions ensued regarding 
the wearing different colors vestments 
different days, the reasons for the Mass 
being read Latin, why the altar stone 
had relics martyrs it, which saints 
were martyrs and why, what the different 
golden vessels used Mass were called, 
and the meaning and use each. While 
discussing these things the children were 
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pleased learn that their own little reli- 
gion texts— Jesus and The Mass for 
Children, Mass Book their class 
magazines Mine Too and Our Little Mes- 
help them find the an- 
swers many their questions. 


The Planning 


The pupils, with the aid the teacher, 
were grouped into committees. One com- 
mittee was assigned the task collecting 
pictures their church and priests; 
second committee was appointed look 
information about the Mass the 
Mass books the library shelf; third 
committee was given the task bringing 
school the different kinds pictures por- 
traying the Mass; and fourth committee 
was assigned the task aiding arrang- 
ing the bulletin board and finding poems 
and stories about the Mass post it. 
During the next six weeks our classroom 
was exceptionally interesting and busy 
place. The children read about the Mass, 
learned much about the principal parts 
the Mass, what the Mass is, how was 
instituted, who said the first Mass, where 
the first Mass was offered, when was 
offered, who were the first priests, who 
made them priests and how, what colors 
vestments are worn the priest and 
what each color signifies, the names and 
uses the sacred vessels, what many 
the other articles used Mass are and 
why used. The children learned recite 
parts the Missa Recitata and sing 
some the parts the Mass such the 
Kyrie, Sanctus, Benedictus, Agnus Dei, 
and Incarnatus Est. They wrote short 
poems and paragraphs about some the 
articles used Mass. They read poems 
and stories about the Mass and they 
learned poems and songs about the priest, 
the altar, the tabernacle, Holy Commun- 
ion, etc. 

During the study the unit, the teacher 
placed miniature altar with all its equip- 
ment the classroom for the children 
examine and discuss.

The first unit the new Calvert 
High School, Tiffin, Ohio, completed 
the spring 1954, augments the old 
existing obsolete facilities and, when the 
remainder the contemplated structure 
completed, will entirely supplant the 
old structures. 

The new school was dedicated 
Most Rev. George Rehring, Bishop 
Toledo, August 29, 1954, and was 
fully occupied September, although 
the gymnasium facilities were utilized 
for basketball, beginning January, 
1954. 

Calvert High School, founded 1923 
Samuel Cardinal Stritch, then Bishop 
adjacent the Ursuline Convent and 
former Ursuline Academy for Girls. 
provides coeducational Catholic high 
school education for the entire Tiffin 
area, comprised principally St. Mary’s 
and St. Joseph’s parishes. 


Bit History 


The Ursuline Academy for Girls was 
discontinued 1923 and the buildings 
turned over the Toledo Diocese for 
use the then newly established high 
school.

stair treads are terrazzo, while asphalt 
tile has been used for all classrooms, 
offices, activities room, laboratories, and 
similar locations. 

Ceramic glazed structural facing tile, 
variety attractive colors, has 
been used for wainscots throughout 
corridors, stair halls, gymnasium, toilet 
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rooms, etc., and base throughout 
the entire building. 

The auditorium-gymnasium de-. 
signed seat approximately 1100 
athletic events and upward 1500 for 
stage performances and assemblies. 

The gymnasium floor consists strip- 
type, metal-bound, maple flooring laid 


over half-inch cork base, which lends 
resilience and life the playing surface. 
Folding bleachers, when folded, permit 
the use two cross practice courts. 
Folding bleachers stage provide addi- 
tional seating for athletic events and 
when folded leave ample stage space 
for other activities. 

Exposed cinder block walls, painted, 
have been used wherever practicable 
throughout the building. Sound control 
between classrooms has been effected 
applying putty coat plaster one side 
the dividing partitions. 

Color has been used boldly create 
striking effects but with 
harmony which pleasing throughout. 

Fluorescent lighting, engineered 
modern standards for each area, has 
been used throughout the building, in- 
cluding specially designed shockproof 
fixtures for the gymnasium. 

Two low-pressure boilers, 
equipped with combination gas-oil burn- 
ers, provide the energy for com- 
pletely automatic heating and ventilat- 
ing system. 

Calvert High School, when the future 
addition completed, will accommodate 
between 500 and 600 students. The cost 
the first unit was $550,000 ap- 
proximately cents per cubic foot. 

The board control for Calvert 
High School consists Rt. Rev. 
Kinnane, V.G., P.A., pastor 
St. Mary’s Parish; Rt. Rev. Richard 
Gabel, Ph.D., S.T.D., pastor St.

PROGRESS DESEGREGATION 


The decision the Supreme Court 
declaring segregation races public schools 
unconstitutional, although affects only public 
schools, lends public and legal support the 
efforts the Church against segregation. 
Very Rev. Msgr. John Haverty, superin- 
tendent Catholic schools the Archdiocese 
New York, said recently, integration “is 
problem the North where has been 
effect for years. the South, Catholic 
schools followed the region’s separate-but-equal 
doctrine, although churches were integrated. 
Catholic schools the District Columbia 
have been integrated for several years.” 

Very Rev. Maurice Shean Rock Hill, 
C., whe has been working interracial 
problems the South, said recently that 
“some Catholics are resisting integration 
parochial schools the ground that the Su- 
preme Court decision applies only public 
schools.” But, added, “we have encountered 
great difficulty anywhere that integration 
has been tried far.” 

The positive stand the Church against 
racial segregation was expressed last August 
Most Rev. Albert Fletcher, bishop Little 
Rock, Ark., letter his flock. Referring 
the opinion some lay people that, since 
the Supreme Court decision applies only 
public schools, Catholic schools will choose 
continue segregation, His Excellency said:

His Church rule, teach, and sanctify all 
without distinction. 

“Furthermore, the Catholic Church the

“In places where segregation enforced 
law custom, the Church simply does the 
best she can.... 

“But now the highest Civil Court the 
land has judged segregation public schools 
unconstitutional. This decision clears the 
way legally for the Church act more freely 
giving all races the same benefits she 
able provide for the practice their holy 
religion. 

“Everyone realizes that practically im- 
possible for such change made effec- 
tive immediately all 

especially urgent, however, that Cath- 
olic Negro children admitted any Cath- 
olic school available places where there 
Catholic school especially for them. The 
reason for this urgency that they would 
otherwise deprived Catholic school 
education and would exposed serious 
dangers faith morals attending non- 
Catholic schools.”
